The account given of her new artil- 

lery brings to mind the days of which 

the “gunner” Machiavelli wrote, when 

all the business of fighting was ep- 
trusted to a few soldiers of fortune’ 
called condottiere—a heavy armed cav- 
alry os for the state that paid 

them best. e great object of the 
leaders of these troups was to keep 
them out ef harm’s way, for every man 

that fell was so much private capital 

lost. Machiavelli relates how in two 
battles, the first of which lasted tour 
huurs'and the second half a day, only 
one mar was killed, who, tambling 
from his horse, was suffucaved im the. 
mud. The case of the svuldier, tuo, 
was so far consulted, thatduring a 
siege the artillery was not allowed tu 
‘be fired on either side. frym sunset to 
sunrise, Guiceiardini gives an ac- 
count’ of Italian artillery when the 
‘French, ander Charles VITI, invaded 
‘that country at the close of the fif- 
teenth century: The French had then 
very serviceable pieces, but the Ital- 
ians were exceedingly ‘defective, and 
their best, artillery ‘consisted of small 

copper tubes, covered with wood and 


|ides. They were mounted on un- 


wieldy carriages, drawn by oxen, and 
followed by cars. or wagons, loided 
with stone balls. The guus were work- 
ed so awkwardly that the ‘b.s. gd 
had time to repair the damages by vue 
‘shot before another was tired. Tue

history ; aud it seems wonderful how 

uns such as those descr.bed by ihe 

talian writer could have ever be.u 
worked with effect, or worked at all.
